The subject-matter of the present application concerns sulfonylphenylcarbamoyl 
derivatives of azithromycin and a process for the preparation thereof. 
Since none of the available prior art discloses these compounds, the subject-matter of 
claims 1-16 is considered new. 

Inventive Step : 

D1 , which is considered to represent the closest prior art, discloses arylcarbamoyl 
derivatives from which the subject-matter of the present application differs in the 
presence of para-sulfonyl derivatives fixed on the phenyl group.
